Tributes for ‘Father Joe’

PARISHIONERS will be saying 
prayers all across the town today as 
they continue to remember a priest 
who died suddenly last week. 

Father Joseph Williams, 42, was 
found dead in a car in Morrison’s car 
park in Houghton Regis when police 
were called on Monday. He had been 
there for three days. 

Father Joseph served at the St. 
Martin de Porres Church in 
Leagrave. 

Prior to that he had been an 
assistant priest, parish administra¬ 
tor and parish priest in both 
Northamptonshire and also in 


Buckinghamshire. 

Since his passing tributes have 
flowed in from colleagues and the 
community. 

Father Kevin McGinnell, the Dean 
of Luton, described him as a ‘loyal’ 
and ‘diligent’ man. 

He said: “We knew him as a very 
loyal and diligent hard-working 
man. 

“He was a reserved and quiet man 
but was popular and respected by 
the people he worked with.” 

A special service will be held at St. 
Martin de Porres, with the funeral 
planned for January 16. Father 
McGinnell said that prayers will 
continue to be made every day. 

Luton and Dunstable Hospital, 


where Father Joseph was a 
visiting chaplain, also paid tribute. 

A spokeswoman said: “We are very 
sad to learn of the death of Fr Joseph 
Williams who was a valued member 
of the chaplaincy team at Luton and 
Dunstable University Hospital. 

“As Roman Catholic Chaplain, Fr 
Williams offered pastoral and 
spiritual support to a large number 
of local families, hospital patients 
and staff, and particularly in recent 
months to members of the Filipino 
community in the aftermath of the 
typhoon disaster.” 

On the Facebook page ‘The Luton I 
Remember’, residents also posted 
their tributes. 

One resident said: ‘RIP Father Joe. 


His family/colleagues/parishioners 
are all in my thoughts and prayers. 
God Bless Him.’ 

Another said ‘such a great loss to 
those who knew him. I only met him 
a couple of times but he was such a 
kind and gentle man. R.I.P Father 
Joe’. 

A third said ‘Very sad news. I spoke 
to Father Joe when he used to come 
and do his parish visits at the L&D to 
visit my mother. He was a very 
caring man, will be a sad loss RIP’. 

On the Diocese of Northampton 
website, the Bishop of Northampton, 
the Right Reverend Peter Doyle, 
wrote: “It is with much sadness that 
I write to let you know that Father 
Joseph Williams died suddenly 


while out shopping on Friday, 27th 
December. 

“Although there has to be a post¬ 
mortem, it would seem that he died 
of natural causes. 

“Aged 42, Joe was ordained priest 
on 1st July 2000. 

“He served as an assistant priest in 
Burnham and Kettering before mov¬ 
ing to Biggleswade as Parish 
Administrator in 2006. 

“From 2008 to 2011 he was Parish 
Priest of Our Lady of Lourdes, Milton 
Keynes and then Parish Priest of St. 
Martin de Porres, Luton. 

“Please pray for the repose of Joe’s 
soul, for his family and for his 
parish. 

“May he rest in peace.”

Former Luton student 
awarded New Year QBE

FORMER Ashcroft High School 
pupil and celebrity fitness train¬ 
er Greg Whyte has been awarded 
an OBE in the Queen’s New 
Year’s Honours. 

The father-of-three, (pictured 
right), was given the honour for 
services to sport, sport science 
and charity. 

Professor Whyte, a former 
Olympic pentathlete, has enjoyed 
an illustrious academic and 
scientific career since finishing 
his sporting exploits. 

He has coached comedian 
David Walliams in his swim 
across the English Channel and 
Eddie Izzard to run 43 Marathons 
in 51 days, as well as publishing 
numerous academic papers and 
journals. 

After the honour was 
announced on Monday he said 
on Twitter: “Thank you for the 
kind words on my OBE. Success is 
invariably a team effort and that 
is certainly true for me...” 

There was also another OBE 
awarded to an academic from the 
University of Bedfordshire. 

Jenny Pearce, (pictured bottom 
right), professor of young people 
and public policy, was given the 
award for her services to vulner¬ 
able children and young people. 

She has been leading the 
university’s pioneering research 
into child sexual exploitation, 
which was last year recognised 
with the prestigious Queen’s 
Anniversary Prize for Higher and 
Further Education 

The award is the highest form of 
national recognition open to 
higher and further education 
institutions in the UK.

“My research with partner 
agencies and with young people 
focuses on factors surrounding 
child exploitation and aims to 
prioritise the voice of the child 
and raise awareness of their 
experiences.

MORE than 348,000 people tuned in 
to watch Luton Town’s soggy New 
Year’s Day victory over Barnet as 
word got out on social media that the 
pitch resembled a muddy field. 

The game, which was broadcast by 
BT Sport, started to trend on Twitter 
after persistent rain made it almost 
unplayable and left players struggling 
to adapt to the waterlogged surface. 

The stats impressed Skrill Football 
Conference Sponsorship Manger, 
Alan Alger, who took to the social net¬ 
working site and posted: “BT Sport 
reporting an incredible figure of 
348,000 viewers for Luton Town v 
Barnet yesterday. Which I think is a 
record (excluding play-off finals).” 

Despite two pitch inspections 
before kick off the game went ahead. 

The Hatters eventually managed to 
win 2-1 and in the process extend 
their unbeaten league run to 18 
games as they now top the Skrill 
Premier by four points.

“I give them every credit,” said Still. 

“If we’re lucky enough to get promo¬ 
tion, really lucky, and win it by three 
points, we’ll look back at that game 
and know the ground staff were part 
of that team who got that pitch ready 
for that game.”

A RUSH-HOUR protest was 
held outside Luton station on 
Thursday as commuters 
complained that they were 
again being hit in the pocket 
following the latest round of 
rail fare increases. 

From January 2, annual sea¬ 
son tickets from Luton to 
London with First Capital 
Connect have risen £112 to 
£3,832 - up three per cent. 

Marc Sheimann of the 
Green Party in Luton said: 
“The rise in the price of rail 
tickets continues to outstrip 
the rise in wages. 

“This militates against wider 
rail use with its 
environmental benefits in 
reducing traffic and pollution. 


But First Capital Connect 
Managing Director David 
Statham said: “We’re deter¬ 
mined to give our passengers 
better value for money. 

“Fares will increase by no 
more than 3.1 per cent - the 
rate of inflation used in the 
Government’s fares calcula¬ 


tions. That, coupled with our 
decision to freeze for the 
third year-running our 20 per 
cent-plus cheaper super off- 
peak weekend and bank holi¬ 
day tickets, means we’re 
making sure we’re doing all 
we can to give our passengers 
more for their money.”

I CAN be a bit of a

‘Only at times’, I hear 
the present Mrs Lowe mutter.

Nurse struck off 
over missing cash

SERVICE users had activities 
cancelled at a mental heath 
unit because a team manager 
was taking cash from travel 
and petty cash funds, a hear¬ 
ing was told. 

Nurse Frank Agha-Kuofie 
was struck off after being 
found to have taken more 
than £500 for his own 
personal use. 

He had been employed at 
one of the South Essex 
Partnership University 


Trust’s units in Collingdon 
Street, Luton between 2009 
and 2010. 

A Nursing and Midwifery 
Council panel heard that 
money taken by Mr Agha- 
Kuofie was from a float used to 
reimburse service users at Ace 
Enterprises, an employment 
and day service for people with 
mental health problems. 

The panel found that he had 
inappropriately taken a total 
of £590 from a travel fund and 
£236 from a petty cash fund. 

He was also found to have 
driven a car without possess¬ 


ing a valid driving licence. 

Mr Agha-Kuofie was not 
present at the hearing and 
had no-one representing 
him. 

The panel said he had ‘acted 
in his own interests and did 
not make the care of his 
clients his first concern’. 

Evidence was also heard 
that ‘service users were upset 
that they were not being 
reimbursed and some activi¬ 
ties were cancelled due to 
insufficient money being left 
in the petty cash and travel 
funds’.

Bedford Corn Exchange

‘THOU shalt not make repeti¬ 
tive generic music..chanted 
a twinkly-eyed Scroobius Pip 
on loop over the beat provid¬ 
ed by Dan le Sac. 

That’s something the Essex- 
born duo could never be 
accused of. The Dan le Sac vs 
Scroobius Pip bio begins 
between the aisles of the 
Lakeside branch of HMV, 
where the lads were both 
working a Christmas season. 

Since hitting the main¬ 
stream with single Thou Shalt 
Always Kill way back in 2007 - 
accompanied by a music video 
directed upon a borrowed 
£200 - the collaboration has 
earned a name for itself for 
blunt, honest lyrics and catchy 
electronic riffs. 

It’s a potent combination. 
Dan le Sac heads up the pro¬ 
duction side of the operation. 

With successful solo projects 
jangling in his arsenal, he 
pumps drums, guitars and 


pokey little pulses from his 
laptop. 

Scroobius Pip is known to his 
mother as David Mead. The 
quirky alias was adopted after 
seeking inspiration from 
Edward Lear’s poem, The 
Scroobius Pip. 

“I loved the story,” Mead has 
said before when questioned 
on his pseudo-name. “It’s 
about a creature that doesn’t 
know what it is. 

“By the end (of the poem) he 
realises that he is simply The 
Scroobius Pip. He doesn’t fit 
into any one category and can 
just be his own creature.” 

And so Pip continues to 
march to the beat of his own 
drum, and, from time to time, 
that of the one laid down by 
Dan le Sac. 

To call him a rapper seems to 
be doing the artist a disservice 
somehow. Scroobius Pip has 
enthralled audiences huddled 
in front of the poetry stage at 
Latitude festival, and is, with¬ 
out question, a reputable poet 
in his own right. 

He also has a cracking beard. 
Let’s dub him a ‘spoken word 
artist’.

WITH hit TV show Splash! 
returning to our screens last 
night, Tom Daley talks about 
the new series and the celeb¬ 
rities who are taking part in 
the diving challenge show 
which was a huge hit in 2013. 

Q: Why did the first series of 
Splash! work so well? 

A: It just struck a chord with 
people. I think audiences con¬ 
nected with it because they 
could tell the celebrities were 
really having fun. Everyone is 
up for a good time - both the 
contestants and the audience 
really get into it. 

It’s like a party in the pool, 
and that’s why everyone wants 
to join in. All that being said it 
is also very hard work and a 
difficult challenge. The celeb¬ 
rities have trained really hard 
and have to focus on getting 
the dive right. 

Q: Do you think Splash! 
is helping to broaden the 
audience for diving? 

A: Definitely. It’s bringing 
diving to a whole new audi¬ 


ence. After the show went out 
last year, the numbers attend¬ 
ing diving clubs trebled. 

Now the numbers have gone 
through the roof. After the 
post-Olympic boom, Splash! 
had a massive effect. 

Q: Do you respect the celeb¬ 
rities for giving it a go? 

A: Absolutely. I massively 
admire their courage. They’re 
so incredibly brave. Even if a 
dive goes wrong, they want to 
do it again. The talent in this 
series has been incredible. 

Some of the celebrities are 
progressing so much more 
quickly than they did last year. 
After just two days of training, 
all of them are further ahead 
than the guys were last year 
after three weeks. 

Q: What qualities do you 
require as a diving trainer? 

A: I’m learning that it needs a 
lot of patience and that you 
should not use technical 
terms. You also really need to 
encourage the celebrities. 

As soon as they lose confi¬ 
dence, they won’t be able to do 
it. I tell them to blank out the 
judges and just focus on the 
process of diving - then it will 
go well.

LUTON Town have confirmed the sign¬ 
ing of midfielder Kane Ferdinand who 
joins on-loan until the end of the 2013/14 
season. 

The Republic of Ireland U21 interna¬ 
tional, pictured, played 33 times in the 
Championship last season and becomes 
John Still’s first new addition of 2014 as 
the boss bids for promotion. 

This season he enjoyed a loan spell 
with League Two side Northampton 
Town before being re-called by now 
League One Peterborough.

He began his career with Southend 
United, rising through the Shrimpers’ 
youth academy to make his first team 
debut three years ago this month in a 
2-0 victory at Oxford United. 

He was then snapped up by 
Peterborough for £200,000 in the sum¬ 
mer of2012.

LEAGUE leaders Luton Town moved five 
points clear of nearest challengers Cambridge 
United after grinding out a goalless draw at 
Lincoln City yesterday. 

Protecting their 18-match unbeaten run, an 
even first period soon turned a little more tur¬ 
bulent for Town as the Imps had several chanc¬ 
es to snatch the points on a heavy pitch. 

Hatters’ top scorer Andre Gray almost found 
the magic touch in the final ten minutes but 
spurned three efforts to extend Luton’s eight- 
match winning streak and continue their 
unstoppable form. 

The hosts may have been languishing near 


the foot of the table in 18th but they were more 
than a match for John Still’s men. 

On a tough afternoon in difficult conditions 
Luton will consider this a point gained rather 
than two lost. 

Town’s unchanged starting line-up for the 
game suggested a “if it ain’t broke don’t fix it” 
motto as they rounded off the packed festive 
period at Sincil Bank. 

Matt Robinson was again entrusted with a 
pivotal central midfielder berth alongside Luke 
Guttridge after Jonathan Smith’s season-end¬ 
ing leg break on Boxing Day but would have 
been wary of the presence of Peterborough 
loanee Kane Ferdinand on the Hatters bench. 

Despite featuring in 32 Championship games 
for Posh last season, the former Southend 
United man, cousin of Rio and Anton, has fall¬ 
en out of favour at London Road. 

Perhaps down to his inability to put his shirt 
on the right way round as he demonstrated 


after replacing Guttridge soon after half time. 

The Imps were also armed with a pair of new 
recruits very intent on halting Town’s tremen¬ 
dous Skrill Premier run. 

Cambridge United, who did not play yester¬ 
day, sent pair Delano Sam-Yorke and Mitch 
Austin on loan in time to line-up for the Imps. 

With the likes of top scorer Ben Tomlinson 
and Alan Power sidelined through injury and 
suspension that duo provided City’s main 
attacking threat.

LUTON RFC made the 150 mile journey to the far side of 
Norfolk to play North Walsham Vikings in their London 1 
North league fixture this weekend, and were narrowly 
beaten 21-18, tasting defeat for the first time in five. 

“They played a good game,” said Luton’s Backs Coach 
Nick Rhodes. “They’re unbeaten at home this season, 
and on the balance of play, they probably deserved that 
result.”

The Vikings scored against the run of play from a 
counter-attack as Luton pressed their hosts late on in 
the second half, to take an 18-12 advantage into the 
closing stages. 

Hobbs added a further two penalties, in treacherous 
conditions, to level the score at 18-18, only for the 
Vikings scrum-half to slot a further penalty between the 


posts for the home side with just minutes left on the 
clock. Despite Luton being camped on the Vikings’ goal 
line for the remaining minutes of the game, they were 
unable to cross the whitewash, and have to make do 
with a single league point for losing the game by less 
than seven points. 

DUNSTABLIANS’ Midlands 2 away game at Leicester 
Forest was postponed due to a waterlogged pitch, so 
they will need to wait until next weekend to get 2014 
under way, a home derby-game against table-topping 
Leighton Buzzard, a team that comfortably beat the 
Dees 38-7 when they met earlier in the season.

Ruddock did not appear on New Year’s Day for the Hammers when 
they lost to Fulham but he could be in line to play some part today when 
the Hammers square off with Nottingham Forest in the third round of 
the FA Cup. 

Meanwhile, defender Alex Lacey is reportedly being monitored by 
clubs in the Football League.

“I could not ask for any more 
from my team after this last 
fortnight or so.” 

The Hatters made their first 
signing of the January trans¬ 
fer window on Friday, acquir¬ 
ing the services of 
Peterborough midfielder 
Kane Ferdinand, who 
impressed the boss when he 
replaced the injured Luke 
Guttridge early in the second 


half. “I thought he was very 
smooth on the ball and 
almost played in Andre [Gray] 
with a lovely reverse pass 
near the end,” said the veter¬ 
an manager. 

“He needs time to get him 
up to speed with our training 
but he is a talented player. 

“I know him from when he 
was at Southend and now he 
is at Peterborough and I have 
kept tabs on him. 

“We lost Pelly [Ruddock] and 
Jonathan [Smith] so we need¬ 
ed someone and Kane is very 
much a player that can help 
us achieve what we want to 
achieve in this league. 

Still is not ruling out more 
signings in the next few days 
either. 

“Andy Parry and Solomon 
Taiwo may be back very soon 
but I may just dabble again as 
we may pick up some more 
injuries we can ill afford like 
Luke’s today.”
